the state public utilities commission. 


faring the year, there was an increase of 106,055 in, 


the number of customers of electric light and power confr* 
panics. -At the end of 1920, there were 602,618 e/ctricity 
consumers in the state. On the first of January, 19229 
this number had been increased to 708,673. 


This is an increase of 17.S per cent in the nutober of 


electric light and power consumers and is the greatest 
annual increase in the history of-the electrical industry 
in the state. 


The figures also disclose that there was an increase of 


242,935,886 kilowatt-hours in the total output of electrical 
energy by the central generating stations of the state 
during the year. In 1920,2,192,970^75 kilowatt-hours of 
electricity were distributed by the companies, while in 
1921 this was increased to 2,435,906,161 kilowatt-hours. \ 


The total capital investment of the light and power 


Companies, according to the utilities commission's fig- 
ures, was $193,111,822.71 on December 31, 1921. This 
means that the light and power industry has more than 
$275 invested for every customer in the state. 


A total of $5,412,533.36 in taxes was paid out by the 


electric light companies during the year. This means • 
that out of the average monthly bill for elctricity in the 
state, more than 63 cents is paid back by the light com- 
panies to the state, federal and county governments in 
the form of taxes, the light companies merely acting as a 
collection agency.

ceased veteran. A copy of the dis- 
charge must be attached to the ap- 
plication, notification of death or 
official papers. 


An oath that the decedent was a 


resident of Ohio when he entered 
the service must also be attached 


In 
addition to 
furnishing the 


name and serial number of the de- 
ceased the blank must state his 
place of enlistment, induction or 
commission; his first organization, 
and the organization with which 
be was serving at the time of his 
death." if he died in service, and the 
place and date of his death, and his 
age. 


If there is more than one heir at 


law entitled to compensation, only 
one application is to be filed and 
the other heirs are to sign a waiv- 
er authorizing the one who signs 
to receive as their representative, 
the compensation due. 


The one who signs the applica- 


tion must make an oath that states 
his relationship-and must then list 
other heirs as children or legal 
representatives, husband or wife, 
brothers and sisters of the half 
blood, father, mother and next of 
kin.
